Tours South State Street in 
Evening; Finds Attrac- 
tions Not to Liking. 


M’WEENY GETS COMMANDS 


Minus the disguise, Mayor Harrison fol- 
lowed the example of the renowned Haroun 
Al Raschid, caliph of Bagdad, and saup- 
tered forth under the cover of darkness 
Wednesday evening to learn hew his people 
conducted themselves. With ne other body- 
guard than his brother, William Preston 
Harrison, he walked from the north side 
down through the loop as far south as Harri- 
son gtreet and then returned by a different 
route closely observing all that he saw. 

As a result of his experience he sent to 
Chief of Police MoWeeny yesterday instruc- 
tieng to “clean up State street, between 
Van Buren and Congress streets, a stretch 
that he found ™ rotten,”’ and a cheap imi- 
tation of a Midway show." He also gave 
orders for the refusal of further permits 
for auctions of the fake variety, two of 
which he discovered in South State street. 


Gives Orders to McWeeny. 

“In looking around town last night,“ read 
his letter to McWeeny, I found cenditions 
pretty rotten in State street, south ef Van 
Buren. One of the last acta of my admin- 
istration before leaving office in 1906 was to 


‘give orders looking te the cleaning up of the 


old time levee. Today State street, south of 
Van Buren, while not so vile as it used to be, 
is a cheap imitation of a Midway show. 

„At 408 State street they advertise the 
‘grizzly bear dance. They have also sug- 
gestive pictures of women in costume. They 
have a barker in front and regular Midway 
music. This character of show has no place 
ina city. It will be a good idea te have your 
censor visit all these shows at once and make 
a report on them to me.“ 


Attacks Fake Auction Shops. 

The mayor's letter relative te the fake 
auctions follows: : 

I notice that fake auction shops are open- 
ing up all over the city. There are two in 
State street south of Van Buren, and others, 
probably, in other locations in the city. If 
applications for this sort of auction license 
are made with the police department, please 
see to it in the future that they are turned 
down.“ N 

Chief MeWeeny received the mayor's letters 
with a statement that the instructions will be 
carried out, When asked what he thought 
of the personal idea, he said that 
he walked down South State street Tuesday 
evening, twenty-four hours before Mayor 
Harrison’s trip.

MANY CITIES REPORT UNREST 


Strike orders instructing 80,000 shopmen 
employed by the Harriman and Illinois Cen- 
tra] railroad systems to quit work at 10 
o clock tomorrow morning were prepared last 
night. , 
These orders are scheduled to be sent out 
from Chicago today to various division points 
along the lines of both systema, That they 
will meet with response instantly was stated 
by James W. Kline, international president of 
the blacksmiths, who prepared the orders. 
He said the union officials have experienced 
dimiculty in keeping the mechanical crafts 
at work the last month. 

The cause of the strike is the demand of the 
federated trades of both railroads for récog- 
nition ag a central body. The question of 


wages or working conditions does not enter 
the controversy. 


Federal Recognition Only Issue. 
Originally there was a demand for an in- 
crease in wages and better shop conditions 
but this phase of the agitation was virtually 
dropped when the officials of both systems re- 
fused to recognize the federation of shop em- 
ploy és, 

The crisis in the situation came at 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. By that hour 
President Kline had received telegrams and 
messages over the long distance telephone 
from the union leaders in other cities. 

President Kline, who is chairman of the 
international committee from the unions that 
conducted unsuccessful negotiations with 
Julius Kruttschnitt, immediately began the 
preparation of the strike telegrams. 

For the last month the Illinois Centra! shop- 
men have begun clamoring for a strike. 
Many of them along the southern lines of that 
system have already gone out in sympathy 
with the clerka., 


Road Prepared for Tieup. 

Railroad officials last night asserted that 
they could not believe the shopmen would 
adopt such extreme . as a strike at 
this time, when thousands of railway em- 
ployés are already out of work. However, 
they have been making preparations for the 
worst, and report their operation equipment 
in shape to withstand a long period of idle- 
ness in the shops. 
It is reported that 8,000 shopmen have been 
laid off on the Southern Pacific and Union 
Pacific roads, and that several other lines of 
the Harriman system have reduced the work- 
ing hours in their shops recently on account 
of dull businesa, 
Demands for recognition of the Federation 
of Shop Employés of the Illinols Central lines 
were first rejected by President C. H. Mark- 
ham of that company. Yesterday for the 
third time the same demands were positively 
refused by Mr. Kruttschnitt of the Harriman 


system. 


Kruttschnitt in Final Refusal. 

Mr. Kruttschnitt's final statement was ad- 
dressed to James O'Connell, international 
president of the machinists. It follows: 

Tf the essentials of admittedly fair 
and considerate treatment, the payment 
ot the highest wages of any railroads in 
the tezertcories served by our lines, and 
the guaranty of hospital and generous 
pension benefits have not been sufficient 
to deter our shopmen from terminating 
agreements insuring these conditions, 
made from time to time in conference with 
labor unions, and from spending four or 
five monthe in devising new issues and 
means to destroy existing harmonious re- 
lations, and, moreover, are not sufficient 
te induce them to remain in our employ 
and te make them realize their duty to 
the publie, I do not see that we can do 
anything more to convince them that they 
have no good reason te step work or to 
prevent your giving approval and per- 
mission te them to leave our service. 


Hurry Strike Preparations. 

This statement, coupled with the former 
attitude of the Illinois Central, makes the 
pesition of the rafireads arbitrary, leaving 
no alternative for the unions except to strike 
or completely withdraw their demands. Fol- 
lowing its receipt the international preaidents 
were in communication with each other 
throughout the day over the long distance 
telephone or the telegraph wires. Hurried 
preparations for a strike were being made,

Traffic Blocked by Gazers; Air

At 2:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon a mov- 
ing black speck showed itself against a scud 
ef cloud that swept 1,000 feet in the air 
across Chicago herbor.

10,000 Watch Bird in Rain. 

All this happened at approximately 2:30 
o'clock in the afternoon. At 2:35 a slow, dris- 
sling Lake Michigan rain began to fall. It 
fell steadily until after dark. At 6:80 o'clock 
in the evening there were at least 10,000 per- 
sons standing at the various points of van- 
tage in the loop, from which the statue of 
Mercury on the top of the Ward tower can 
be seen, straining their’ eyer-toward the 
Bldck object that in the gathering dusk 
showed upon the ‘s outstretched arm. 
Some of them had atching in the rain 
ever since the bird had alighted,

Many Have Late Supper. 

This man put into words the determination 
of hundreds of others.

Crowds on the corners of Washington street 
and Wabash avenue, and Madison street and 
Wabash avenue grew £0 dense about 5 o'clock 
in the afternoon, when the reguler congenital 
rubbernecks and the gutta percha brother- 
hood were reénforeed by tollers from the 
loop offees and stores, that traffie on the 
Cottage Grove and Indiana avenue street car 
lines was brought to a standstill .

Italian Refugees Reach Tunis, 

SFAX, Tunis, Sept. 28.—The steamer Rhone 
arrived here tonight loaded down with for- 
eign residents of Tripoli. The officers say 
that when approaching Tripoli Monday night 
an Italian destroyer closely scrutinized the 
Rhone by the aid of her searchlight. After 
the destroyer made sure the vessel was not a 
Turkish transport it steamed off. 

The refugees aboard the Rhone say they 
left Tripoli because of reports the tribes in 
the Interior are in a state of effervescence and 
are threatening to descend upon the city and 
massacre the Europeans and Jews. 


Italy Ready to Enforce Demand. 

ROME, Sept. 28.—The Italian government 
has notified Turkey of its intention to occupy 
Tripoli ans ne. Economic concessions 
offered by TofRey at the eleventh hour are 
rejected by Italy, which announces its pur- 
pose to protect its interests and dignity in 
its own way, relying no longer on Ottomen 
promises, 

Italy's purpose was set forth in a note ad- 
dressed by the Italian foreign minister to 
the Italian chargé d'affaires at Constanti- 
nople. This ie supposed to have been pre- 
pared some time during Tuesday night. 

The communication, while leaving no op- 
portunity for negotiations over the fact of 
occupation, is an ultimatum in that it de- 
mands that the Turkish government reply 
within twenty-four hours declaring that ft 
will not oppose the measures which Italy 
has adopted to effect the solution of the dif- 
ficuity, which it considers necessary. In 
the absence of such a reply, Italy will pro- 
ceed immediately “ with measures destined 
to assure.the occupation.”

Ttaly Warns Balkan Legations. 

The minister of foreign affairs has sent the 
following telegram to the Italian legations at 
Athens, Belgrade, Cettinje, Sofia, and Bucha- 
rest, and also to the Jtalian consulates in 
the Balkans: 3 

“The constant opposition of Turkey to al! 
legitimate and economic activity on the part 
of Italians in Tripoli and Cyrene, and the 
danger which surrounds our nationals at this 
moment compel the roya! government to 

take grave measures that may give rise to a 
conflict between Italy and Turkey. 

The government-has decided to solve the 
question of Tripoli in conformity with the 
interests and dignity of Italy, but in attain- 
ing that end rests its policy always upon 
maintaining the status quo territorially in the 
Balkan peninsula and the consolidation of 
Turkey in Europe.”

may be reopened. 

The British press denounces Italy's action 
in unmeasured terms, asserting her ultima- 
tum sets forth no sufficient reason for the 
step, which Turkey can regard only as an 
act of war. The general view expressed is 
that Italy evidently is bent upon forcibly 
weizing the Tripoli coast and has ruled 
diplomacy out of court by her precipitate 
action, which gives the porte no chance to 
negotiate terms. 

British Prees Condemns Italy. 

The Standard in an editorial declares that 
the Barbary Corsairs had a similar concep- 
tion of ethics and international rights. The 
papers also charge the Italian government 
with cynical recklessness because her action 
may have deplorable consequences, affecting 
all the powers having Moslem subjects in 
Africa and Asia, besides the Nkelihood of re- 
opening the Balkan complication. 

It is suggested that war between Italy and 


| Turkey might be followed by the Moslems 


preaching a holy war against the Christians, 
and possibly by Turkey seizing Thessaly, 
which might entail a Duropean war and con- 


-gequences as serious for Italy herself as for 


the other powers. 
A dispatch to the Chronicle from Constanti- 


nople says that German Ambassador Baron 
Marschall Von Bieberstein, today handed the 
sultan an autograph letter fromthe German 
emperor, promising every support with a view 
to a peaceful Settlement. 

The powers, says the dispatch, have noti- 
fied the porte they are unabie to interfere. 
This has caused a feeling of bitter disappoint- 
ment. 

In the event of a rupture, assurances have 
beon given that Great Britain will undertake 
to safeguard italian interests in Turkey. Al- 
though the Ottoman government is doing its 
utmost to allay excitement, an outburst of 
Moslem fanaticism is feared. It is rumored 
some of the Italian houses have been marked 
with a view to ultimate reprisals. 


Germany Tries to Avert War. 
BERLIN, Sept. 28—Germany is exerting 
pressure at Constantinople and Rome to 
avoid any warlike step pending a regular dip- 
lomatic discussion of the points at issue. The 
German ambassador to Turkey, Baron Mar- 
schall von Bieberstein, has been able to re- 
port success in the matter at Constantinople 
and the German foreign office is confident 
Italy will not refuse to negotiate on the 
merits of the case. 

The chances for a satisfactory outcome of 
the negotiations however, do not seem par- 
ticularly brilliant. Turkey has been per- 
suzded into making concessions in the econo- 
mic conditions of Tripoli, but political con- 
cessions, in view of the waning prestige of 
the Young Turk regime, would be almost sul- 
cidal. 

Germany apparently was completely unin- 
formed by her ally of the latter’s steps re- 
garding Tripoli. The statement that Italy 
had not presented a note at Constantinople, 
but demanded that no Turkish reinforce- 
ments be sent to Tripoli, was given out by 
the press bureau of the foreign office at noon. 
Three hours later the newspapers received 
the text of the Italian announcement of in- 
tended occupation. 

French Take Gloomy View. 

PARIS, Sept. 28.—The French newspapers 
today take a gloomy view of the prospect of 
an amicable settlement of the dispute be- 
tween Italy and Turkey over Tripoli. They 
agree the porte cannot accept the Italian de- 
mands. . 

A aispatch to the Temps from Tripoli says 
the transport Derna, which arrived there on 
Tuesday. carried 20,000 Mauser rifles and 
2.000 000 cartridges, that three other trans- 
ports ste awaited,and that Shefket Pasha, 
who because of his alleged cruelty was recent- 
ly recalied from the chief command of the 
Turkish troops ip Albania, is expected at 
Tripch.

Attack Italian Consulate. 
ZURICH, Switzerland, Sept 28.—Six hun- 
dred Italian workmen employed here made 
a violent demonstration tonight against the 
proposed expedition to Tripoll. They attacked 
the Italian consulate, smashing the windows. 


ITALIAN PRESS FOR WAR. 

ROME, Sept. 29, 3 a. m.—The Italian press 
is unanimous in whole hearted approval of 
the ultimatum, which, it holds, clearly de- 
fines the situation and establishes a line of 
conduct to which Italy is now committed. 
The Tribuna says:

RECEIVED BY TURKEY. 


HDD imperial government, which up 
to the present time has shown con- 
stant hostility towards all legiti- 
mate activity in Tripoll and in Cy- 
rene, has by an act in the last hour 
proposed to the royal government to come 
to an agreement and has declared itself dis- 
posed to accord all the economic conces- 
sions compatible with the treaties in force 
and in accordance with the dignity and su-

This agitation constitutes an imminent dan- 
ger not only to Italian subjects but to for- 
eigners of all nationalities, which requires 
them for their own security to embark and 
leave Tripoli without delay. 

The arrtval at Tripoli of Ottoman military 
transports, which the royal government has 
not failed to observe, appears preliminary to 
serious events, aggravates the situation, and 
imposes on the royal government the obliga- 
tion absolutely to prepare for the dangers 
which will result. 

The Italian government, having the inten- 
tion henceforth to protect its interests and 
iis dignity, has decided to proceed to the mili- 
tary occupation of Tripoli and Cyrene.

Assert Writers on Religion Were Not 
Hampered by Facts. 


New York, Sept. 28.—[Special. J The Amer- 
ican Federation of Catholic Societies, repre- 
senting a union of all the Catholic societies in 
the country, has made an attach on the 
eleventh edition of the Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica as “ unscholarly? sectarian, aud onen 
sive and as giving a grossly impartial and 
prejudiced misstatemefit of facts concernin: 
religion. and especially Catholicism. 

Following a report by a special committee 
of prominent priests and laymen who made a 
compilation of some of the alleged preju — 
diced passages offersive fo Catholics the 
ee Federation has passed this resolu- 

on: 

Whereas, the treatment of religious sub- 
jects in the eleventh edition of the Ency- 
clopedia Britannica, particularly in mat- 
ters in which the Catholic church is con- 
cerned, is unscholarly, sectarian, and of- 
fensive; be it 

Resolved, that we protest against this 
manifestation of prejudice in a work 
which bids for public patronage as a schol- 
arly, impartial, and urbane publication, 
as a means of satisfying fair-minded 
Protestants as well as Catholics that this 
encyclopedia is not trustworthy as a work 
of reference on religious topics; be it fur- 
ther 

Resolved, that the societies forming this 
federation disseminate in their respective 
localities among librarians, superinten- 
dents of education, editors of newspapers, 
and other publicists copies of the criti- 
cisms showing the rationalistic and anti- 
Catholic spirit of the Britannica.’ 


Attacks Writers on Religion. 

The report of the committee is beaded, 
* Poisoning the Wells—The Eleventh Edition 
of the Encyclopedia Britannica.“ 

Of the men writing the articles entitled, 
Under the Roman Catholic Establishment ” 
—the Viscount St. Cyres, W. A. Phillips, T.

The millionaire proprietors 
of these stores gain their millions through 
their underpaid clerks,’’ said Municipal Judge 
Walker yesterday after Myrtle Christie, 18 
years old, had been arraigned before him for 
stealing two hats from the Fair. 

A charge of larceny was dismissed. The 
girl’s father is dead. Her mother lives 
in Argo in straitened circumstances. A police- 
man in the courtroom heard the girl tell her 
pitiful story, offered her a home and she 
accepted it. The policeman lives on the 
south side. The judge asked that thle re- 
quest his name not be made public be 
granted.

Girl Tells of Struggles. 

The girl broke down and threw herself on 
the mercy of the court, saying she was alone 
in the city and was scarcely able to provide 
herself with the necessities of life on $6.50 
a week.

“I did take 
two hats from lockers of two other girls 
in the store, All I had was my old summer 
hat. It was getting cold and when I saw 
the fall hats in the open lockers I could not 
resist the temptation to take them. I don’t 
know what made me steal. It was the first 
time I ever stole anything. 

My room costa me $2. My carfare to and 
from the store amounts to 60 cents a week. 
It costs me from 350 to 60 cents a day for 
my meals. With whatever is left I have to 
clothe myself.”

Then there is the sandhill crane, 
but I have never seen or heard of a sand- 
hill crane out in this part of the country. 
They are further south. It is too cold for 
them here at this time of year. 

“There are blue herons around here. I 
have seen them in droves down along the 
drainage canal. But they are landtubbers. 
They'd get dizzy if they ever ventured that 
far above the ground. They fly com. 
paratively low. 

The story about this eagle having at. 
tacked a man in Chicago is most interesting. 
I hate to knock the story, but unfortuntely 
it’s bunk. Eagles don't attack human beings 
these days. That period is past.”

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of the shippers that they did not have power 


to route shipments. ö 
All these provisions in one form or an- 
other were enacted into the law,“ the presi- 
dent continued. “In addition the house 
added to the jurisdiction of the commerce 
commission the power to declare reasonable 
rates in respect to telegraph, telephone, and 
express companies. A modification was made 
in the senate regarding the long and short 
hau! clause, which gave more discretion to 
the commission than it had theretefore exer- 
cised under the decisions of the Supreme 
court. 


Present Statutes Sufficient. 

“TI think it is now generally conceded by 
those who understand the operation of the 
present law that the regulative power of the 
interstate commerce commission is suffi- 
cienly great to remedy generally the injus- 
tices to shippers which gave rise to the de- 
mand for legislation. Except the introduc- 
tion of a limitation as to the power of issuing 
stocks and bonds, I do not think it wise to 
add to the present statutes. 

' “Soon after the inception of the interstate 
commerce act the raijroads began to treat 
the commissign quite contemiptuoush.. The 
peystem of unlawful rebates was very wide- 
Spread among them. and the neglect of the 
law was apparent to everyone interested in 
its operation. This condition aroused the 
indignation of the people and pressed their 
representatives ofi ‘to further restrictions. 

Indeed. it gave rise to a prejudice against 
the railroads from which they have suffered 
in some cases unjustly. Now, I feel that 
they have become reconciled to the facts; 
they have come to recognize that the pub- 
lic insists upon regulating their busi- 
ness and seeing to it through the interstate 
vommerce commission that they do not vio- 
late the law. I believe and hope the spirit 
of vindictiveness against these great arteries 
of public commerce which the indignation of 
the public naturally prompted in their repre- 
sentatives is gradually disappearing.” 


Takes Up Subject of. Trusts. | 
At this point the president referred to the 
question of the trusts. He defined the Su- 
preme court ruling on the subject. ; 
Whether it will be possible to secure a 
national incorporation act for the closer su- ) 
pervision of those corporations engaged in 
interstate trade, and for their greater se- 
curity when they pursue business in accord+ 
ance with law, Iam unable to say.“ said Mr. 
Taft. Be that as it may, the business com- 
munity now knows. or ought to know, where | 
st stands. The court declines to hold that 
competition is im ossible under modern busi- 
ness conditions, but it insists that it must 
be given full opportunity for operation, and 
that any combined effort affecting interstate 
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to law. 
Must Lose Competition Crutch. 


In other words, business must free the 


necessity of throwing away the crutch of 
cembination against competition in its fur- | 
ther progress. When this rule is recognized, 
when the corporations that have offended the 

law are disintegrated sufficiently to enable 
competition to have full play, then there is 
no reason why business should not go on un- 
hampered. 

Criticism has been uttered in no meas- 
ured tone against the activity of the depart- 
ment of justice in the institution of prosecu- 
tions and bills of equity under the anti-trust 
law on the ground that it is hurting business. 
It is the sworn duty of the executive to en- 
force the law, and as long as such combina- 
tions exist and are known to exist to the law 
officers of the government in any way they 
would be lacking in their duty if they did not 
prosecute thein. 

They are under my orders to treat the 
‘prosecution of trusts dike the bringing of any 
other suits which are within the scope and 
duty of the department of justice, and I must 
decline to admit there is any discretion whic 
would enable the attorney general and ‘his 
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They (business men) seem to think 
that there ought to be . + . some 
statute enacted which shall establish a 
line between those moemopolies that are 
reasonable and those that are n0t-— 
those that are benevolent and those 
that are unconscionable.

Expects Revolution of Feeling. 

“I do not think it need be long continued, 
because I believe that the business commu- 
nity itself is rapidly taking im the effect of the 
decisions of the Supreme court, and that we 
may expect a revolution of feeling on the at- 
titude of business men toward this step. 

„I have heard the severest criticism from 
gome men engaged in business, of the anti- 
trust law. It is difficult for me to argue with 
them, because I don’t understand how their 
position can be supported in the slightest. 
They seem to think that there ought to be 
some measure making legal the control of 
competition and limited monopoly, some stat- 
ute enacted which shall establish a line be- 
tween those monopolies that are reasonable 
and those that are not—those that are benev- 
olent and those that are unconscionable. 

No such line is possible, and the Supreme 
court has. expressly so decided. Mourning 
over a condition which is inevitable is use- 
‘Jess, and until they realize that their views 
in this regard must be radicaly changed, their 
complaints must fall upon deaf ears. 

“TI have seen arguments based upon the 
attitude of foreign governments toward 
great enterprises in which it is pointed out 
that they have encouraged, fondled, and pro- 
tected combinations of this character. That 
is true. There is a tendency among some 
foreign governments to encourage what they 
call trusts, to take part themselves in the 
management of the trusts, to fix prices, and 
to depend upon governmental control to so- 
cure their reasonable conduct; but such a 
system with us is absolutely impossible, and 
it mictht as well be understood. 


“Yeering Toward State Socialism.” 

„The countries to which reference is made 
are veering toward state socialism, This, in- 
deed, if competition is to disappear, is the 
logical escape from the evil of private monop- 
olies, because if private companies are to de 
allowed to manage everything and fix prices, 
then there is every reason why the control: 
thus exercised by them should be transferred 
from them to the government, and this is 


state socialism.” 


Turning next to the tariff laws, the pres - 


dent declared the business of the country 


rests upon the protective tariff basis, and 
every one must be aware that a change ot 
tariffs in such a way that those businesses 

dependent upon protection for existence shall 
lose it must injure present conditions in all 

business, whether dependent on the tariff or 
not. 

“The change, therefore, from a protective 
tariff to a tariff for revenue only is neces- 
sarily hostile to existing business, and must 
lead to business depression and at least tem- 
porary business disaster, said Mr. Taft. 

“But there are many, and I am among 
those, who believe protection in the past has 
been too high, and that it is possible to lower 
the tariff so as not tointerfere with business, 
give a living rate of protection to existing 
enterprise and yet prevent excessive prices 
growing out of excessive rates.” 


Work of Tariff Commissions. 

The president referred to the working of 
the tariff commissions in Germany, Austria, 
and France, which, he said, exercise close 
guardianship over the business interests of 
the countries. He addea: 

They would no more think of changing a 
policy like that of the protective tariff to a 


free trade policy by one stroke, breaking 
down the business of the country in many 
directions, than they would of blowing up 
their battleships or destroying their fortifi- 
cations.” 

Here the president explained the work- 
ings of the tariff board established by him- 
self and referred to his vetoes of “ slipshod ” 
tariff? measures. 

Next the president turned to the subject 
of finance. , 

“We have a very lame banking and currency 
system,” he said. The theory of the issue 
of bank notes, based on the deposit of gov- 
ernment bonds\by each national bank, is 
that this will increase and decrease accord- 
ing to the needs of the money market; that 
these national banks will deposit bonds and 
float their notes when money is needed, and 
will withdraw the bonds and reduce the cir- 
culation when the demand for money is 
light. Such has not been the result.” 


For More Elastic Currency. 

Mr. Taft pointed out the need for a more 
elastic currency system. 

“ There ought to be some central authority 
that could take over the quick assets of the 
banks tn the form of business paper and issue 
bank notes on the faith of it to meet the exi- 
gency arising at any time in a demand for 
money,“ he said. “If vested in one person 
or set of persons, the business can be in- 
telligently done, panics avoided, and money 
eufficient for the purpose of business con- 
stantly kept on hand. 

“I do not go into the details except to say 
that they must be carefully worked out for 
the purpose of preventing the political con- 
trol of the monetary situation, or control by 
the large banks of Wall street.” 


Evils Are Being Remedied. 
Summing up nis conclusions, the president 
d: 

* The evils which the interstate commerce 
law and the anti-trust law were adopted to 
correct are in the process of being rem- 
edied. They were evils that required hostile 
legislation to stamp out, and need constant 
vigilance in the future to prevent their re- 
currence. The difficulty is that the indigna- 
tion caused by the evils aroused a spirit of 
antagonism and bitterness which it is now 
difficult to allay, and which manifests itself 
in action of a hostile character whenever 
occasion arises. The same thing may be said 
of the excessive tariff. | 

“The fact that banking and currency nec- 
essarily concerns banks and those institu- 
tions that gather money attracts the hos- 
tility of men in politics, who thrive by stir- 
ring up envy and hatred and who live chiefly 
upon the denunciation of the industrious, the 
thrifty, and the successful in business. 


Appeals for Moderation. 

I have considered these points with a view 
to an appeal to the public in behalf of rea- 
sonable, moderate action and treatment for 
the purpose of encouraging the investment 
of capital and of promoting prosperity. I 
deprecate vindictive feeling against railway 
corporations, againet the competing parts of 
trusts after they have complied with decrees 
of courts disintegrating them, against a rea- 
sonable treatment of the businesses depend- 
ent on the tariff, or against the solution of the 
monetary question, which appeals to all rea- 
sonable and experienced men. 

We in this country are all in the same boat. 
Speeches made in one part of the country to 
arouse the people of that region against the 
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by the blindest men. Let there be prostration 
of business in one large section and that 
| Prostration will spread quickly to all the rest. 


Danger in Sectional Prejudices. 
In attempting to rid ourselves of the 
evils that were growing in business so as t 
put dangerous power into the hands of ¢on- 
| centrated wealth, we had to do many things 
that savored of hostility to capital, at least 
to the capital which was engaged in those 
things that it was thought necessary to enact 
statutes to condemn. I am no defender of 
| those evils. On the contrary, I have been as 
strongly in favor of their suppression by 
statutes made effective as any one; but 1 
think we have arrived at a time when the 
people themselves ought to acquire sufficient 
perception into the operation of economic 
forces to realize that a section! prejudice lead- 
ing to legislation against the interests of one 
part of the country will as certainly redound 
to the detriment of another as night will fol- 
low day. 
We are in the same boat. We are all

Defin@s True Progressiveism. 

“It is not a progressive policy in any true 
sense to be hostile to prosperity of any part 
of the country. It is not progressive to be 
against a railway corporation because it is 
a railway corporation. It is progressive to 
take measures by statutes which shall regu- 
late railways and prevent their recurring to 
evils of which they have been guilty in. the 
past; but, assuming them to be engaged in 
lawful business, it, is ot the, highest interest 
that we should secure to them reasonable 
rates, so that their shareholders may have 
a profit, and that we should not enact legisla- 
tion in a spirit of hostility and think that 
merely because we have hit a railway cor- 
poration and injured it we have done some- 
thing for the public good. 

Any other view is lacikng in sanity, and it 
ie that spirit of unreasoning and unreason- 
able antagonism which political exigency 
seems to develop and against which the com- 
plaints of business men may with propriety 
and good reason be directed. | 

“Of course, we are all anxious to prevent 
the acquisition of undue profits by anybody, 
whether in the form of discriminating rates 
and rebates or by a combination in restraint 
of trade, or by any other means which is un- 
lawful or improper; but we ought not to al- 
low our fear that something of that sort may 
happen to lead us on to a general attitude of 
enmity toward the accumulation of money by 
thrift and foresight and to its lawful invest- 
ment in great enterprise for reasonable 
profit. 


“Extremities of Unreasonableness.” 
“The misfortune of the situation I per- 
fectly realize. It is ome 2 the inevitable 
consequences of a deep rooted evil. You can- 
not eradicate it by popular movement with- 
out the movement becoming so very strong 
as to be carried for the time beyond the 
median line of common Sense and into the 
extremities of unreasonableness. 

We have reached a point where we can 
call a halt, not in the progressive movement 
to keep business free from these abuses. but 
where we can call a halt against appeals to 
a spirit of pure hostility te prosperity on 
the theory that no one can be prosperous 
without being dishonest or a violator of law 
in securing the profits of his business. 

“Let us put our shoulders together in a 
movement to promote the business prosperity 
of the country by frowning down those at- 
tacks that are engendered not by a real 
desire to eliminate abuses, but by a wish 
to arouse in the people an unjust prejudice 
and take away from them their clear percep- 
tion as to their real interest in encouraging 
the investment of capital, in commending its 
thrifty, wise, and lawful use to secure good 
and reasonable profit, and to enjoy the wide- 
spread influence of the prosperity that bust- 
ness thus encouraged is bound to shower 
upon the people at large. 


Inspire Confidence in Business. 


We must have investments from which to 
secure a large wages fund, which is needed 
to support the wage earners. We must in- 
spire in the business men who control those 
investments the confidence that they will not 
be driven out of business. If railroads are 
unjustly legislated‘ against by gtate legisla- 
tion to the point where they cannot do a prof- 
itable business, the injury is more direct to 
the wage earners of the railway than it Is to 
the shareholders, because the shareholders 
presumably are people who have some other 
mans of livlihood than the dividends from the 
stock, while the wage earnerg are entirely 
dependent on a continuance of conditions 


tossed by the same waves. Why, then, should - 


which make the wages fund large and sup- 
port the wage earner and his family. 

Let us reason together Let us be char- 
itable and kind. Let us not be so suspicious 
and ascribe corrupt motives to every one in 
the community but our particular friends 
and political associates. Let us do teamwork 
in the community. Let us have legislation 
that helps or an absence of legislation if it 
be unnecessary.

Business is halting now. There ts doubt and 


distrust among investors, due to a fear of 


blind enmity toward successful enterprise. 
What is the remedy? It is the restoration of 
confidence between the classes of persons 
who have been opposing each other in times 
past, who now, after the reforms are initiated 
and are in process of being effected, ought to 
come together in amity and make the best 
use of the enormous resources we have in 
this country for the promotion of general 
prosperity and the securing and encourage- 
ment of individual happiness.

ident’s Visit. 


OLD GUARD CONFIDENT. 


Most Progressives, However, Do 
Not Believe He Has Gained 
Any Votes. 
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(BY A STAPF CORRESPONDSXT.} 
Topeka, Kas. Sept. 28—[Special.j— 
Whether President Taft, by hig invasion of 
insurgent Kansas, has won or lost the state 


im the great political struggle which impends, 


is the general topic of speculation tn this city 
today. 

Kansans said their farewells to the execu. 
tive party yesterday and Mr. Taft departea 
from the state with words of thanks for the 
generous and hearty hospitality he had en. 
joyed. There was no doubting the fact that 
he had been agreeably surprised by the 
warmth of the reception which was given 
him m what he himself had termed the en- 
emy's country.” And the Kansans were un- 
mistakably pleased with the president's ex- 
pression of appreciation, telegraphed here 
as he Was leaving the state last night. 

Of course, the regular Republicans and 
etandpatters, as they universally are called 
hereabouts, did everything in their power to 
make the president's progrtss a triumph. 
But the progressive Republicans, who have 
been active in fighting the president's poll- 
cies, were no less conspicuous in making the 
visit of Mr. Taft an enjoyableone. 

They took the position that, while they 
could not agree with the president politically, 
the man and the office were entitled to the 
best that Kansas could offer in the way of 
hospitality. 

Stubbs a Model Host. 

Gov. Stubbs, one of the most ardent m- 
surgents-the state has produced, set the 
example of honoring the president. He ac- 
companied the party everywhere, leading 
the crowds ip cheering the chief magistrate, 
and did not relinquigh hig mission as official 
host until the Taft train crossed the state 
line last evening. Frequent comment is heard 
that the progressives increased respect for 
their cause tremendously by their generous 
treatment of Taft. 

Opinions as to the result of the president’s 
journey through Kansas are conflicting, but 
if one may strike a balance between the vari- 
ous views it would seem that he made friends 
wherever he came in contact personally with 
the people. The Taft smile was just as om- 
nipresent and his good humor as contagious 
in Kansas, as elsewhere. His frank confes- 
sion of mistakes and of the lack of the poll 
ticlan’s finesse also won him much sympathy 
in communities where his policies have been 
most bitterly attacked. 

Whether he gained any converts to his ad- 
ministration is a question more difficult 
of determination. The standpatters almost 
to a man assert that wherever he made 
friends he made votes and profess to believe 
that his visit will be found to have stemmed 
the rising tide of insurgency. This opinion 
Was expressed today by Senator Curtis, the 
leader of the old line Republicans in the 

state. Mr. Curtis said the president had In- 
creased his popularity with all classes ot the 
people. 
Progressives Unconvinced. 

The progressives are equally emphatic in 
denying that Mr. Taft reduced any of the 
opposition which he aroused in Kansas by 
his advocacy of the Payne-Aldrich jariff law, 
his veto of the wool, cotton, and farmers’ 
free list bills, his Canadian reciprocity treaty, 
and his alliance with Cannon and Aldrich in 
handling the administration executive pro- 


gTam in congress. ‘ 
They admit that the president made friends 


_ by the attractiveness of his personality and 


that he did not makea single personal enemy 
during his journey, but they deny that he 
changed any political convictions. 

They charge that he was on the defensive 
throughout his appearance in Kansas and 
rarely talked on the subjects which the peo- 
ple have at heart. . 

Senator Bristow, the acktiowledged leader 
of the progressive Republicans, returned here 
today from Leavenworth, wnere he said fare- 
well to the Taft party. Nothing is more 
typical of the attitude of the progressives 
toward the president than the relations of 
Mr. Bristow and Mr. Taft, which developed 
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the White House for a year or more, and at 
the beginning of the president's tour of the 
state a certain awkwardness in the rela- 
tions of the two officials was noticeable. But 
before the trip ended the president and the 
senator, it is reported, wert on the best of 


terms, personally speaking, while studious- 


ly avoiding discussion of politics. 


Bristow Sees No Taft Gains, 

“The president was received with cordial- 
ity and courtesy by the people of this state,” 
said Senator Bristow in the office of Gov. 
Stubbs this evening. “ This reception was 
given him regardless of political parties or 
factions. We all joined to make his visit 
as pleasant as we could make it, and we are 
glad he was pleased with his reception.“ 

Do you believe that the president’s visit 
had any politica) effect? the senator was 
asked. 

„ don’t think it made any change what- 
ever in political sentiment in thie state,“ 
replied Mr. Bristow. 

Gov. Stubbs said he had enjoyed the presi- 
dent’s visit and was pleased with the hearty 
manner in which Kansas honored the ex- 


eoutive, but he declined to discuss the po- 


UMtical aspect of Mr. Taft's appearance here. 
Outside of the politicians, the residents of 
this city express the most diverse opinions 
of the president. That there is decided op- 
position to the Taft policies among the 
people is apparent. The most frequent cause 
of complaint expressed in this city is the 
tariff. The majority of the Republicans with 
whom Tun Trisunm correspondent talked 
thought that the president ought never to 
have approved thé Payne-Aldrich tariff bill, 
and a striking number indicated that they 
would have Hked it better had he signed the 
wool and cotton bills of the last session. 


Reciprocity Not Unpopular. 

Reciprocity does not appear to be the 
cause of any gréat opposition hére. The 
people of Topeka generally were for it, as 
were the alfalfa raisers in this vicinity. 

Most of the opponents of the president 
who have heard him speak or have read his 
addresses say t 
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honesty and sincerity, but many express the 
belief that he has been deceived by the Can- 
non-Aldrich ring of reactionary Republicans, 
in whom he reposed his trust. 

One noticeable aspect of the situation is 
that the opposition to Taft in this section 
of the state is not united on any other man. 
There is little talk of La Follette here, com- 


and business men of Hutchinson, in the cen- 
tral part of the state. Most of the Wisconsin 
senator’s admirers around here seem to be 
Democrats. One Democratic leader says he 
has 1,200 letters in his desk from Democrats 
all over the state expressing preference for 
La Follette to any Democratic candidate. 
Of late, however, Wilson sentiment is gain- 
ing among the progressive Democrats. 

Senator Bristow, an ardent La Follette 
supporter, and his fellow progressives are 
working hard for a presidential primary, 
which they hope the state Republican com- 
mittee will arrange. In that event. there 
will be a determined effort made to instruct 
the national convention delegation for some 
candidate other than Taft—either La Fotlette 
or Cummins, probably. Gov. Stubbs, who 16 
up against a hard fight for United States 
senator, is keeping out. of the presidential 
situation.

Taft’s Message to Women. 


[An Exclusive Intervie for Woman's World.“ by James Hay Jr., Reprinted by Permission.) 


“I wish that every girl in the world were so situated 
that she would not think it necessary for her to marry 
unless she really wanted o. 

HE above words, slowly spoken and 
freighted with sincerity, came from the 
president of the United States. 

He looked out at the waving trees, his 
eyes big with earnest thought, his face 
mirroring that wealth of kindliness and humane- 
ness for which he is famous. The president is 
the most human man I have ever known. The 
sound of his laugh, the light in his gray eyes, 
the clasp of his hand, his readiness to serve all 
who go to him—these things convince you that 
he is altogether human, a real man. 

But, for the moment, the president forgot all 
these, became deaf to the cries of all men, and 
stopped the great, grinding wheels of govern- 
mental machinery to give utterance to that 
which he considered the thing most essential to 
the happiness and welfare of all American wom- 
en. Through the window back of him there 
could be seen the rich green of midsummer 
foliage. In his office there was complete silence 
save for the ring of his voice as he talked, 
sketching out his ideal for American girlhood. 

“I would like to have the scheme of things so 
arranged that women, when they come to decide 
as to matrimony, should ‘have a full and unfet- 
tered choice. This they can have only when 
they are in ‘such a position that they are abso- 
lutely independent. Then, if they decide to 
marry, they can turn their faces toward the new 
life with the reasonable hope of years of un- 
mixed happiness. 

“Now the question arises,” he continued, “as 
to how the girls of the country can reach this 
position which is their due. I believe that the 
most important education possible is that kind 
which may be called industrial vocational educa- 
tion, the kind that puts young men and young 
women in a position from which they can by 
their own efforts work themselves to inde- 
pendence. And few things give me as great a 
pleasure as my conviction that this view is 
being more and more widely accepted through- 
out the country. It is the main chance for 
our young women,

Education Better Than Money. 


„I know that it is a common belief that those 
who inherit wealth stand the best chance for a 
happy life and for enjoyment. This is the opin- 
ion held by both young men and young women. 
But I do not agree with it. The best thing you 
can give a young man is a good education and 
that sort of ambition which will lead him to 
carve out his own career and to make hig own 
position in the world of men and events, This 
is ao less true with regard to the girls of the 
country. The great trouble has been that we 
have never given woman a fair show. We 
have not opened to her all the means of livelli- 
hood that she is able to fill. In fact, I believe 
that women today are kept out of some sorts of 
work which in certain respects they are bet- 
ter able to fill than men are, 

“TI have said in some of my speeches in vari- 
ous parts of the country that I am glad indeed 
that I shall have no property to leave to my 
boys. To my two sons I shall leave only a good 
character, a good education, and a,pride in them- 
selves, but for my daughter I intend to scrape 
together as much as I can give her and to train 
her in such a manner that she shall take in the 
great fact that for the sake of her own happi- 
ness she shall marry only when she chooses and 
not because of circumstances. 

“TI am not one of those who belieygithat mat- 
rimony is a necessity for women. There is too 
wide an hupression among our people today that 
if a girl does not marry she is not a success in 
life. I do not think it can be too strongly im- 
pressed on girls that matrimony is not a neces- 
sity. There can be, as a matter of fact, cases 
when exactly the reverse is true. I mean by 
that some women would have been greater suc- 
cesses unmarried than married.” 

Mr. Taft, before he was inaugurated as presi- 
dent, once made a speech paying a great tribute 
te the old maids. Two of his sentences ran thus: 

“Take some aunt of yours who never mar- 
Tied. What a sweet, self-sacrificing, disinter- 
ested and lovely character she has grown to be, 
70 or 80 years of age, and think what benefi- 
‘cance she spreads over all the family circle in 
which she lives and then tell me she would have 
been better off if she had been married. I don't 
helieve it.“ I reminded him of that, and he said 
he still believed it and would always believe it. 
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Marriage Not a Necessity. 


“What I particularly want to see,“ he went 
back to his original theme, “is such a system 
of education, such a liberal view by the men, 
such a series of opportunities that no woman 
can be harassed and hampered by the old belief 
that marriage is a necessity and that even an 
unhappy marriage is better than no Imarriage. 
There are women—and it is difficult to pay a 
fitting tribute to the courage of all women— 
there are some women who struggle through life 


can be called really happy. 


with husbands who are worthless. It is impos- 
sible. for a woman so situated to have life that 
She may try to find 
happiness anew in her children, but this will be 
only partial, only half of the joy to which she is 
entitled. And she will pay an incessant tribute 
of suffering to that viewpoint which led her to 
accept a man unsuited to her.” 

There was in his words an earnestness which 
showed how deeply he felt the injustice under 
which the destinies of many girls are fixed. He 
ended his discussion with a sweep of his arm 
and a blow from his fist that smote heavily on 
the great desk in front of him. Then it was 
that I asked him about suffrage. 

„ want the women of the country to have the 
full and unqualified right of suffrage as soon as 
they all want it,” he said. “When I was 16 
years old I wrote a graduating essay entitled 
‘Woman Suffrage,’ and in that boyish article I 
was a strong advocate of women exercising te 
ruffrage. My father was a woman suffragist. I 
make no secret of the fact that I agree with the 
principle entirely. In some of the states which 
have tried it woman suffrage has not been a 
failure. I believe it has not made any substan- 
tial difference in politics, and this is possible 
perhaps because its adoption and its results 
have been tested only in thosé states where the 
population is sparse and where the problem of 
intrusting the privilege and the power to women 
ein the concentrated populations of great cities 
is not presented. 

“Any class seeking the right of suffrage 
should seek it as a whole and should create the 
belief that it will exercise as a whole the polit- 
ical power conferred upon it. If it does not care 
enough about suffrage for! the whole class to 
exercise the power, then it seems to me that 
there is always danger of the privilege being 
exercised by that part of the class least desir- 
eble as political constituents, Also there is the 
further danger that the right to vote might be 
neglected by some of hose who are highly intel- 


ligent and patriotic. 
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Suffrage for the Asking. 


“As I have often said, the women will get the 
right of suffrage when they want it, and noth- 
ing on earth will prevent them, from getting it 
when they really want it. But aside from the 
actual voting power the political influence of 
the wonien of this country is something tremen- 
dous, almost incalculable. We know that wom- 
en by their influence on their husbands deter- 
mine how many of the votes are cast every 
election-day. And there is no way of definitely 
estimating the tremendous influence of the wom- 
an who trains her boys to take a healthy view 
of political questions and to study all the issues 
which may come up to influence the county, 
state, or nation. 

“Tt is often said that women workers are un- 
derpaid and that, therefore, they do not have a 
fair show. This,, I believe, is somewhat true 
today, but it is on the mend. Take the case of 
the women who are school teachers. There is 
no higher profession than that of teaching. If 
a man or woman finfids himself or herself spe- 
cially adapted to it he or she should never leave 
it. It is the profession that calls for possibly 
the greatest self-saurifice, and it is the work 
which is the greatest instrument for the uplift- 
ing of youth. In this way it is the ally of the 
work that is done by women in the home. And 
I believe that as the opportunity and avenues 
for the use of those women who wish to work 
increase the supply of teachers will not be so 
much greater than the demand and their sal- 
aries will increase and their comforts of life 
will also increase. How quickly this will be 
brought about I do not know, but certainly such 
is the tendency. 
be as rapid as possible, for it win spread and 
strengthen the Opinion that women do not have 
to marry and that as long as they wish to re- 
main single and to manage their own lives they 
have a right to do so. 

“In this way I believe we will have happier 
homes and far happier wives and mothers. 
And, just as happiness increases in the home, 
the beneficent influence of women will grow 
to be even greater than it now Is. It has been 
my observation—and, I may say, my experi- 
ence—that every home in which the woman is 
the big influence is the happiest home and the 
most prosperous. 
not listen to his wife’s advice, 
on the grocer’s bill or on the political can- 
didates in the autumn, and I will show you a 
man who is not getting out of life all that he 
should get and who is neglecting one of his 
greatest opportunities for prosperity and ad- 
vancement.” 

When I left the White House and stood 
under the great trees that hang like 4 cur- 
tain about the mansion of this country’s ruler.

Schurman Denounces R. T. Crane. 


Ithaca, N. Y., Sept. 28.—In his annual ad- 
dress to the students at the opening of the aca- 
demic year at Cornell university today Presi- 
dent Jacob G. Schurman took occasion to reply 
to the criticism of R. T. Crane of Chicago, who 
called attention a few weeks ago to the alleged 
prevalence of intemperance among the students 
at the larger American colleges and universi- 
ties. 

Having failed to convince the American pub- 
lic that a college education is worthless,” says 
President Schurman, “he attacks universities as 
hotbeds of immorality. I know the presidents 
and many professors of Harvard, Yale, Prince- 
ton, and Columbia, and I know our own pro- 
fessors at Cornell, and I most emphatically say 
that Mr. Crane’s allegations are a libel and an 
outrage on a group of the ablest, most high 
minded, and devoted citizens of the republic.“

there was no intemperance at that institution.

Laymen Seek Admission 


to Clerical Conference. 


BY THE REV. DR. W. B. NORTON. 


OLIET, III., Sept. 28.—[{pecial.]—The 
Rock River conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church in session here 
was enlivened today by the incoming 
of 400 Methodist laymen, 200 of whom 
were regular delegates and the others visitors 
who took action which, if carried out, will 
make a radical change in the policy of the 
church. A resolution favoring the introduc- 
tien of laymen into the membership of the 
annual conference, now composed exclusive- 
ly of ministers, marked the most advanced 
step in revolutionizing the law of the church. 

Although a lively interest was excited by 
the prospect of having eight delegates to the 
general conference instead of seven, as was 
the case last year, a resolution introduced 
by J. B. Hobbs, Chicago, was adopted asking 
that the size of the general conference be 
seduced, 

An effort was made by the laymen of the 
First church of Oak Park to adopt a resolu- 
tion favoring the support of superannuated 
ministers exclusively on the basis of neces- 
sity and not on the principle of a pension 
for years of service. The resolution, which 
was introduced by George D. Elderkin, Oak 
Park, was referred to a committee consist- 
ing of Frank Reid of Aurora, James B. Gas- 
coigne of Chicago, and George D. Elderkin 
with instructions to consider the subject 
carefully and report next year. 

— 

Enthusiastic applause was given to a reso- 
lution condemning the action of Secretary 
of Agriculture James Wilson in accepting the 
honorary presidency of the brewers’ congress, 
to meet soon in Chicago.

Red Cabbage. 


ABBAGE is one of the most ancient and 

esteemed of vegetables. It is also much 

vilified. ‘There are great differences in 

sorts and kinds. It is said in the course 

of time to have undergone many changes 
and assumed many varieties. Many of the 
sorts are as far superior to others as the 
na vor of cream is to sour milk, and those who 
know the best have only condemnation for 
those who will continue to grow a variety that 
is only suited to the cattle yard, to the neglect 
of other sorts which are not only tender and 
delicious to the taste but are not disagreeable 
to the olfactory organs. 

The, red Dutch cabbage is particularly es- 
teemed for pickling, although it is cooked like 
any other kind and sliced in salad as well. The 
darker the color and the more thick and fleshy 
the leaves, without any white in the ribs and 
veins, the more valuable it is considered to ba. 

Pickled Red Cabbage Country Recipe)—Se- 
lect a good hearted cabbage. Take off all the 
rough outside leaves and do not wash unless 
necessary. Halve and quarter the hearts and 
slice them into strips; have a jar ready, put in 
a good layer of cabbage and a sprinkling of 
salt; proceed thus until you have used up all 
the cabbage, then cover with vinegar—to every 
two quarts allow one ounce each of whole Ein- 
ger, which should be bruised, and peppercorna, 
Boil vinegar, ginger, and pepper one-half hour. 
When cold pour over cabbage to cover and dis- 
tribute the spices through it

Pickled Red Cabbage (Charles G. Moore’s 
Recipe).—Shred the cabbage fine with a slaw 
cutter. Put into a stone jar in layers, 
sprinkle each layer with salt, let stand for 
forty-eight hours. Drain off the salt liquor 
which has formed and pour over a well sea- 
soned pickle of boiling vinegar. Black pep- 
per, cloves, mustard seed, and sliced ginger 
root are the best for seasoning. When cold 
— seal the jar and store in a cool 

e. 

Red cabbage is used somewhat in ornamental 
cooking and some people cook it in nearly all 
the ways that they prepare the white varieties. 
The following recipes have been tested by va- 
rious people: : 

Smothered Red Cabbage—One head of red 
cabbage, one teaspoon of butter, one 
lard, one-half cup vinegar, a large half cup of 
water, one large pinch of caraway seed, two 


‘Vinegar, water, sugar, and caraway seed. Cook 


tablespoons of sugar, and a dash of salt. Melt 
butter and lard in pan, put in shaved cabbage 
and salt, cover and cook five minutes, then add 


forty minutes.

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SAFEGUARDING HEALTH. 

N Thursday the health officers of 
about a dozen cities came together 
to discuss methods of safeguarding 
health. They considered two ques- 
tions during that day. One was 

how to control a milk supply and the other 
was ‘hos to control contagion. 

The leaders in the discussion of milk 
were Prof. M. P. Ravenel of the University 
vf Wisconsin and Dr. A. D. Melvin, di- 
rector of the bureau of animal industry. 
Others participating were Dr. Kiefer, Dr. 
Ford, Dr. Gehrman, Dr. Sherman, Dr. 
Landis, Dr. Whittaker, and the representa- 
tives of a dozen cities. They voted their 
opinion that every city should have com- 
prehensive milk ordinances. 

They decided that a bacteriologic stand- 
ard should be required by every city. Milk 
that is old or dirty or has been kept warm 
has a high bacteriologic count. 

When there are large numbers of bac- 
teria in milk it is improper food for babies, 
partly because of the large numbers of 
bacteria, but also because of the age or 
dirtiness of the milk. They also voted: 

That the tuberculin test should be 
required and that the dirt test should 
be embodied in every state law and 
municipal ordinance, 

That milk should be dated and the 
sale of old milk prohibited. 

That every ordinance should de- 
mand that the milk be kept cold from 
the producer to the consumer, 

„That summer complaint in babies, 
typhoid fever, scarlet fever, and diph- 
theria should be reported to the health 
department. 

That the milk supply of every case of 
any of these diseases should be inves- 
tigated. 

That appropriate measures be taken 
to suppress the sale of milk by any 
dealer who has more than a proper 
proportion of these diseases or any of 
them amongst his patrons. 

A report embodying specific suggestions 
on these points and several others will be 
drawn up by a committee consisting cf Dr. 
M. P. Ravenel, Madison; Dr. Whittaker 
of the dairy division, department of agri- 
culture; Dr. B. E. Sherman of the Chicago 
health department, and Dr. A. Gehrman of 
the Columbus laboratories. 

And now, Mr. Mayor of Elgin, III.: Des 
Moines, Ia.; Lexington, Ky., and all other 
mayors, what kind of milk ordinances do 
you have for your town? 

Your babies are dying from summer com- 
plaint. Your people have milk borne ty- 
phoid. What are you doing about it? Why 
not send for these reports and see if they do 
not speak authoritatively on things in 
which your people are greatly interested ? 

I expect to see the time when dead babies 
will decide an election here and there.

HELP FOR TEACHER’S NERVES. 
E. writes: How would you prevent nerv- 
ous prostration, if forced to continually 
breathe the contaminated air of a public 
school kindergarten, &nd have the care of 
fifty children, mornings and afternoons?

It is too warm, 
too dry, too dusty, toa still, and not “* freshened " 
often enough. 

You are evidently not in good physical condition 
and are justified in going to some trouble to get 
things bettered. We assume that you are anxious 
to teach in this climate. If you can get exchanged 
to an open air school do so. If that is impossible 
try for a cold room school. 

if you must remain where you are proceed as fol- 
lows: Buy a dependable thermometer. Buy a wet 
end dry bulb humidity measurer—a hygrometer. 
Keep an hourly record of the temperature in your 
school room. Do not let it go over 65. Take the 
temperature of the room at different places. Keep 
a record of the humidity. Keep this up to 80. Ex- 
pose enough water around the room te keep the 
bumidity up. 

Open the school room windows and blow out the 
room several times during each day. When the 
room beging to get close and stuffy give the chil- 
dren some kindergarten play and while they are 
moving about air out the room. You are evi- 
dently undernourished. Fat all that you are now 
eating and add two glasses of buttermilk to each 
meal. When you begin to tire of this stop it and 
take a glass of sweet milk with each meal and one 
at bedtime. Drink a pint of cream a day ae a 
further variation in your milk diet. 

Finally you evidently need mentalealm. You are 
probably a ‘* worrier.’ You need equanimity; 
Christian Science, mental science, or the . 
uel teachings will help you here.

HOW TO MAKE DEFLECTOR. 

J. E. L. writes: In your article today on 
ventilation you say windows in bedrooms 
should be supplied with deflectors. Kindly 
explain how to make and how to put them on 
properly. Also, is it sufficient ventilation 
in winter to let in the air by having the lower 
sash closed on a board, thus allowing fresh 
air to come in between the two sashes, as is 
often done?

REPLY. 

There are many deflectors on the market. To 
buy one of these is usually more satisfactory 
than making your own. To make one take a 
piece of glass or a piece of board twelve inches 
wide and of a length equal to the width of the 
window. The thickness should be one- quarter 
to one-half an inch. 

Make a frame for this. The frame fastens at 
the bottom of the window frame inside the lower 
sash. The inside of the deflector should be three 
inches from the wood of the window sash krama. 
The top of the deflector should ha ve four inches 
of play It should be arranged to catch with 
the deflector perpendicular parallel with the win- 
dow pane and about four inches therefrom. It 
should also be arranged to catch with the de- 
flector at angle with the window pane, its top 
being eight inches therefrom. 

Closing the lower sash on a board allowing air 
to come in between the to sashes is satisfactory 
in unoccupied rooms. If one or two windows in 
a room can be so fixed and the number of peo- 
ple in the room is below five it will be satisfactory 
in cold weather. In warm spring weather or me- 
dium weather in spring and fall there is not 
enough difference between the room temperature 
and the outside temperature to pull in air in suff 
cient quantities. The opening fs too small.

OUNT VICTOR VON VOSS, who, oa 

Saturday, immediately on landing in 

New York, hastened to the city hall 

and, after securing the necessary li- 

cense, was married to Dona Fran- 
cesca Ricci of Florence, the divorced: wife 
of Heinrich Riedemann, the oil king of 
Hamburg, by Ald. Jimmie Smith, who 
happened to be on the premises, is a scion 
of a family that has played a considerable 
role in the history of northern Germany, and 
especially of Prussia. 

One of its members, Amelia von Voss, was 
the morganatic consort of King Frederick 
William II. of Prussia, her children by him 
being created Counts and Countesses of In- 
genheim. Another Countess von Voss was 
the grand mistress of the household and most 
devoted attendant of Queen Louise, the 
national heroine of Prussia. There was one 
Count von Voss who was ambassador of 
Frederick the Great to the court of St. 
James. In fact, the Voss family has always 
played a role at the courts of Berlin and of 
Mecklenburg, to which latter Count Victor 
von Voss is now attached in the capacity of 
chamberlain to jhe reigning grand duke. 

— 

The house of Voss was recently engaged in 
aa extraordinary lawsuit, which resulted in 
the removal of the name of a lady, who had 
until that time figufed in the official works 
of reference as the daughter of the late 
Count George von Voss, from the pages 
devoted to the members of the house. It 
was, indeed, a cause célébre. 

It seems that the late Count George von 
Voss, a cousin of. Count Victor, married a 
peasant girl of the name of Antonia Debeka. 
The union, though happy in every other re- 
‘spect, proved childless, and, feeling the 
absence of some one on whom he could 
lavish paternal care and affection, Count 
George adopted the little daughter of one 
of his wife's sisters, who was married to a 
carpenter. The carpenter and his wife re- 
linquished all claim to the girl, whose name 
was Helen and who was brought up by Count 
ani Countess George von Voss wholly as 
their own offepring. 

In order to completely establish the posi- 
tion of the child the count bribed a Lutheran 
clergyman to furnish him with a birth and 
baptismal! certificate to show she was his 
offspring. 

When the child, who was thus brought up 
as Countess Helen von Voss and figured as 
such in that se@tion of the Almanech de 
Gotha devoted to the German and Austrian 
counts, was 13 yeers of age her aunt and 
adopted mother died. This was in 878. 

A year later Count George married a wom- 
an of his own rank, Emmeline Harras yon 
Harassowsky of the Galician, that is to say. 
of the Polish-Austrian nobility. He foolish- 
ly confided to her the secret of Hefen's 
origin, but threatened her with death in case 
she should reveal it to any one else. 

When Helen grew up, in complete ignorance 
of her real origin. into a lovely girl. she 
was married, as Countess von Voss, to Maf. 
(then captain) Otto von Grone. Unfor- 
tunately Count von Voss, who had been so 
devoted to his adopted daughter, neglected to 
make a will, and when he died a question 
arose as to the disposition of his large for- 
tune. 

His widow was exposed to great tempta- 
tion. If she kept the secret of Helen's birth 
she would be obliged to surrender a portion 
of her dead husband's estate. If. on the 
other hand, she revealed the true facts she 
would become the scle heir. 


— 

It is not surprising that she decided in 
favor of the latter alternative, and one morn- 
ing Frau von Grone received a letter in- 
forming her that instead of being the daugh- 
ter of Count George von Voss, as she had 
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always supposed herself to be. she was 
merely the offspring of a humble village 
carpenter and his peasant wife. The wid- 
owed Countess von Voss likewise added that 
inasmuch as she, Frau von Grone, had re- 
ceived so many benefactions from her adopt- 
ed father during his lifetime, she would do 
well to abandon all claim to his estate and 
not to risk the exposure of her humble rank 
which a lawsuit would necessarily entail. 
The widowed Countess von Voss had. how- 
ever, reckoned without her host. Maj. von 
Grone, far from shunning the rev elations as 
to his wife’s parentage, took the initiative 


mm litigation, and before she knew where she 


was the widow found herself the defendant, 
instead of the plaintiff, in an action. 

He therefore demanded that the widowed 
countess, as sole heiress of her husband, 
but as a party to the fraud practiced upon 
him, should be compelled to pay a sum of 
some $250.000, to which his wife would have 
been entitled had she really been the count’s 
daughter. 

The Supreme court of the empire, in fina!

loss through the disclosure of the secret of 
her birth.

That the English have not forgotten the 
unpleasantness between Sir Alexander 
Swettenham, the former governor general of

Tou are to write a letter under the fol- 
lowing circumstances: You are to suppose 
yourself the governor of a tropical colony. 
which has recently been devastated by a 
hurricane. You have telegraphed to the 
nearest British admiral for assistance, but 
he cannot reach you for some days. Mean- 
while the admiral of a foreign and friendly 
power has come to the assistance of the 
colony, and has offered to help you by send- 
ing a party of bluejackets, which offer you 
have accepted. 

“The landing party has rendered admir- 
able assistance, but the other help has now 
arrived, questions of divided authority have 
arisen, and you desire to ask the foreign 
admiral to withdraw his men, but he has 
taken no notice of the hint. You are to 
write a tactful letter, asking him to with- 
draw his men without’ delay.“

According to Registrar Hartog fully one- 
fourth of the naval eadets conveyed their 
intimation to the foreign admiral that he 
should take himself off by inviting him and 
his officers to a farewell banquet. The re- 
maining seventy-five had various other so- 
lutions, most of them worthy of a trained 
diplomatist.

It 
is scarcely believable, but $5 will tide a fam- 
ily through the terrible winter months that 
are to come. I hear from friends in China 
and the information also has appeared in the 
Tribune’s columns that there 1s little or no 
harvest, as the floods have swept everything 
away.

New York, Sept. 28.— The changes in the 
operating organization of the Union Pacific 
and Seuthern Pacific systems recommended 
by R. 8. Lovett, chairman of the executive 
committee, details of which he has been 
working out with the committee and the 
higher officers of the company for several 
months, were announced this afternoon fol- 
jowing meetings of the board of directors at 
which the plan was approved. 

A. L. Mohler, now vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the Union Pacific, has been 
selected as president of that company and of 
the Oregon Short Line, with headquarters at 
Omaha, Neb. 

William Sproule, who was for a number 
of years its freight traffic manager, has been 
selected as president of the Southern Pa- 
cific company, with headquarters at San 
Francisco. He is now president of the Wells- 
Fargo Express company. 

Mr. Sproule today resigned the presidency 
of Wells-Fargo & Co., to take effect Oct. 1. 
B. D. Caldwell, now vice president of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western rall- 
road, was elected to succeed him. 


Fay Leads in Southwest. 

Thornwell Fay, now vice president and 
general manager, has been selected as presi- 
dent of the companies operating the South- 
ern Pacific lines in Texas and Louisiana, 
with headquarters at Houston, Tex, and 
New Orleans. 

J. D. Farrell, now vice president in charge 
of the ruget Sound extension, has been se- 
jected as president of the Oregon-Washington 
Railroad and Navigation company, with 
headquarters at Portland, Ore.

In the event that the court, the repre- 
sentatives of the company, and the repre- 
sentatives of the government could not 
agree upon the plan there were two alterna- 
tives.
